CRUELTY TO TURTLES.
Interesting Letter from Professor Agnssiz.

We have received a copy of the following cor-
respondence :—

“New Yonrk, August 7,— Professor Louls Agas-
¢iz.—My Dear Sir:—A gociety has been recently
formed in ihis Stte for the Prevention of
Cruelty to Animals, [t corporators und officers
are among the fOrst gentlemen of our city, and
it bas entered upon its career nnder the most
finttering uusplees, encouraged by the almost
unanimous approvul of the press and the public,
Already, durmng Its brief existence, it has
effected a number of reforms, and in the wide
and varied field inviting its humane labors, it
hopee 1o accomplish many more.

*1 gend you berewith an article giving quite
@ full secount of the objects of this society, of
what it has done and proposes to do. My
special objeet, however, in writing 18 to usk
vou, on behall of the soclety, to lectore before
it at some time during the cowing fall, on the
turtle, with particular reference to its power of
sensation.

“Believing that the turtle, low as it is in
the seale of animated creation, is, neverthe®
less, mot beneath the attention ol a soclety
which professes for its object the suppression
of cru(‘.l y to animals, some few weeks ago |
nad arreésted the captain of 4 vessel laden with
turtles from the Filorida coast for inilicling
gruelty upon them.

“The turtles were lylng on their backs, kept
withuut lood or water, and having holes bored
through their fins or legs, with cords run
through to secure them, On the trial of the
case, & Dr. Guernsey testiied that the turile
experienced no sutfering from the want of food;
that it was more cruel o place 1t on its Lelly
thun on its back, for it would live longer In
the latter position; and that boring a hole
through Lhe leg ol a turtle inflicted no more

ain 1thun {he bite of a mosquito on a human

ing, The justice regarding this as the testi-
mony of an expert, dlsmissed the case. Subse-
quently, however, the Grand Jury found a bill
aeainet the captain, andahe subject will uzain
come up on the tnal ol the indictment,

“This case created considerable discussion in
our cily papers a8 to whether the turtie is an
animal 8o endowed with sensation that it can

be the subject of cruelty; and some consider
that this society is going beyond the scope of
ile proper duties ‘in retining the humanities so
far down in the scale of being,' By one of our
most respectable weekhes it was serlously stated
that #o little can the turtle expericnce pain,
that it will quietly submit to the most exten-
sive mutilations with feelings more akin 1o
pleasure than suffering.

“In view of this diflerence of opinlon, and ot
{he fact that, on account thereot, it 18 still the
constant praciice of dealersin turtles to keep
Lthem wit[lunl food or water, lying on their
backe, their flesh plerced with cords to secure
them, this society 18 very desirious of having an
rxpogition ol your views on the subject ubove
mentioned, assured, us it is, Lhat no other person
can spenk wirh equal authority thereon.

Their suifering
way be inferred from the violent and convulsive
movements to which the pertoration of thair fins
pives 1lee. And yot to this procceding dealers in
turtles generally resort fn order to tie them more
closely and pack a lerger number in a smaller
space. O course, when tied in this manner,
they suffer lese by being turned upon thelr
backs, because the fine are thus relioved from
the pressure of their whole weight; but the
best evldence 1 can afford that they suffer is
that they die it itls much proirncted; nud yei
turtles are among the animals which resist
longest privations of all kinde, Isnot the fact
that they may die merely from the attitude in
which they are forcibly kept the most complete
evidence of their suffering? For what else
would cause death, if vot paln and the unna-
tural pressure ol parts bronght into unaccus-
tomed positions ¥

“Huving gone so far, let me call your utien.
tion to the dangers avising from ill-treastment of
beef cattle before slanghteriug them. While
in Brazil, I learned that the city of Para suf-
fered from the quality of the beef sold in the
public market, deteriorated because the oxen
and cows killed in the city were brought 1n from
a considerable distance, and were often kept
many days without food., The matter grew so
bad that a company was formed to bring, by
steam, beel killed upon the farms; and every-
body felt the difference in the condition of the
ment and its nutritlve qualities,

TURPENTINE, AND HOW IT I8 OBTAINED.

Along the Atlantic const, from New Jersey 1o
Florida, there is 4 belt of sandy land, varying
in width and covered with [orests of pine, that
are Lthe source of supply tor one ol the important
products of Amertean indusiry, 1n Carolina
and Georgin this belt extends inland from fifty
to one hundred miles, is an almost unvarying
level, except where intersected by streams, aund
though bairen of agricultural products, is yet
by no means & poor and desolate region, It is
bere the turpentinve #and tar of commerce are
obtaiued, and these immense forests, appareatly
interminable, saside from the valuable timbor
they afford, yield sych quauntities of naval stores
s to be the scene of lively industey aud suceess-
ful enterprise.

The turpentine plavtations usually embrace
several hundred acres, which are caltivated by
t*e owners, or leased out to others, at a certan
rute per thousiand boxes. The boxes are smull
cavities, cut in the (runk of the tree, as near the
ground as possible, each box containing about a
quart of crude turpentine, From two to tour
boxes are formed in cach trunk, according as it
is larger or smaller,

This work is done in January nud February,
before the sap beging to run, and iz accomplished
by &n axe, shaped so as 1o produce a concave
form to the box.

At intervals ot a few days through the season,
the workmen cut away a small portion of the
burk, above (the boxes, with & concave gouge,
called a scraper; und this process is continued,
year alter year, uptil the tree s pecled Lo the
heizht of twenty or thirty feet, when it ceinses,
from the mability of the luborer to reach nuy
higher,

As goon as this bark is taken off the =ap runs
down into the receptacle, 1t takes from tive to
seven weeks for s box to fill, As soon ns the
box fills, the turpentine I scooped oul and put
into n bucket. Each luborer has s bucket, and
goes round to the different trees until his bucket
18 full, and then he empties it Into barrels
for the purpose, About Beptember the
sap slops runping, and the sewson is over,
During a year, or sea<on, each box will yleld at
least s1x quarts of turpentine, The first year's
product is called “virgin dip,” and is the most
valuable, on account of' the excellent quality of
the rosin it muakes,

During the second and subsequent years tho
gap becomes inspissated, forming a white in-
crustation on the peeled surface of the tree, and
not runving down ioto the boxes, Itis then
removed by being seraped off with a thin, nur-
row blade of wood. Men and boys go around
from tree to tree witly a cart containing barrels,
und gather the turpentine from the boxes us
often & they are filled, This crude materiul is
now ready for distillation, which Is the next
step In the course ol manulucture,

A turpentipe still Is ruther a rude and primi-
tive wilaiy, as usually constructed, conslsting
mainly of & lutge boller, holding from six Lo ten
buarrels, bullt In & brick-work furnace, und con-
nected by a pipe to & worm or condenser.

The brick-work is built to the height of about
ten leet, On the top is a platform, and the crade
material is hoisted from the ground to the plut-
form, and then emptied mmto the boiler. From
:ﬁ“ boller there is so iron pipe about a foot in
dlameter, lending to a large woodon vat, stanf-
ing alongside the still proper, The vatls poro
than bulf filled with water, which Is nccessary
In cage of fire. Conuecting with the pipe from
the boller I8 another one constructed 'in a zlg-
zag manner and extending 1o the bottow of the
val. As soon as the boiler 1 filled with the
crude turpentine the dre 1 started fn the fur-
neoe, and the liguid commences to boil, The
turpentine arises in steam from this crade mg-

terial,  Thes steam rises and extends throngh

one pipe into the yat. The water being heavier
than the turpentine, the two will not mix, ang
the water poes Lo the boitom, while the turpeu-
tine remains at the top. At the bottom of the vat is
aspiggot and n trovgh, After the water is ron off,
the turpentine descends and passes through
to barrele placed underneath, The Nuld 1s then
ready for market. After boiling the ciude tur-
pentine until the steam ceaser to ascend, the
material in the bottom is éalled rasin. As soon
ue the turpentine ceases ronning the steam-
Rip(‘vm takrnofl; and the boiling rosin skimmed
Yy menps of a wire net attached to a long
handle. This skimming is doue for the purpose
of taking all the dirt that collects with the tur-
pentine while in the boxes of the trees, As
soon a9 it is pkimmed It s let off from the boiler,
by means of a small pipe, to a Iarge trough
where, after it cools, it i# pluced in barrels and
ready for market alro, This distillation of tur-
eniine is very simople, but requires great care.

Can
any one say that a momentiry trinmph will
moke the surtace of the eyeball become sud-
denly more polished than it was belore, or o
sorrow make 1t less so? 1 believe that the
